The Ist 
District agreed to hoid a Unior meeting with the church at 
Beaver Creek, Carroll County, Tenn ; commencing Friday 
before the third Sunday in July, 1891, aud appointed Elder 
I’. M. Stoker to preach the introductory sermon. The 2nd 
District agreed to hold her Union meeting with the church 
at New Antioch, Henderson County, Tenn., on Fridav before 
the first Sunday in July, 1891, Elder R. ©. Taytor to preach 
the introductory sermon. ei 

6. Agreed to appoint the Clerk Treasurer, and that he 
superintend printing and distribution of the Minutes, and 
have four hundred copies printed, and have ten dollars for 
his services. ; tS 

7. Called on Committee on Finance to report. They re- 
ported, and were discharged. 

Received from the churches this year, ($19.60) nineteen 
dollars and sixty cents. : 

8. The Association agreed to tender thanks and sincere 
gratitude to the brethren and sisters, and kind friends for 
their kindness manifes’ed during our session, 

9. Minutes read and approved. 

10. Agreed to adjourn to meet with the church at Mud
